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DECISION ON RENEWED PETITION 
UNDER 37 C.F.R. § 1.181 



This is a decision on the renewed petition filed on January 18, 
2008, pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.181, requesting that the holding 
of abandonment in the above-identified application be withdrawn. 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
file a proper response to the Restriction Requirement, mailed 
June 22, 2005, which set a shortened statutory period to reply 
for one month. No extensions of time under the provisions of 37 
C.F.R. § 1.136(a) were received. Accordingly, the above- 
identified application became abandoned on July- 23, 2005. A 
Notice of abandonment was mailed on April 9, 2007. 

An original petition was filed on July 30, 2007, and was 
dismissed via the mailing of a decision on December 10, 2007. 

Considering the facts and circumstances of the delay at issue, 
as set forth on petition, it is concluded that Petitioner has 
met his burden of establishing that the mailing was not 
received. ■ * 
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Accordingly, the petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.181(a) is GRANTED . 
The holding of abandonment is WITHDRAWN . 

The 
Technology Center's support staff will re-mail the restriction 
requirement of June 22, 2005/ and will set a new period for 
response.
